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Into Action Recovery sober home awarded Elks grant

TEWKSBURY — On Jan. 14, 
members of the Tewksbury-Wil- 
mington Lodge of Elks formally 
presented a check for $1,500 to 
the nonprofit Into Action Recov- 
éry. The donation will go towards 
improvements to the nonprofit’s 
Sober house which opened in 
September of 2018. David Hanley,

WILMINGTON — The eval- 
uation process for new Su- 
perintendent of Schools Dr.

number 2223. When he sold 
the business to Ray LePore, 
the number stayed the same, 
only now it is prefixed with 
978 and 658. 

The Town Crier phone num- 
ber evolved from Capt. Larz 
Neilson’s old home number, 
2346. It became OL8-2346. 
Before he started the Town 
Crier in 1955, he had been 
editor of the Wilmington Cru- 
sader, and people were used 
to calling 2346 with news for 
the paper. So when he start- 
ed the Town Crier, on a shoe- 
string budget, he kept that 
number. 

The phone at the office was 


merely an extension of the 


‘home phone. This worked 


well until Larz, wanting a 
headset so he could type, had 
an operator’s switch instal- 
led next to his desk. If some- 
one forgot to turn off the 
switch, it blocked the use of 
the phone at home until 
someone went to the office 
and turned off the switch. 
How the telephone compa- 
ny decided on OLiver is un- 
known. There has _ never 
been anything else in or 
about Wilmington named 
Oliver. The company needed 
a name with M, N or O as 
the first letter and J, K or L 


as the second. Exchanges in 
cities had long used prefixes, 
often identifying the area of 
the city. Boston, for instance, 
had prefixes like KEnmore, 
BEacon and CApital. 

Under the new system, 
Tewksbury had ULysses and 
Lowell had GLenview. By 
some fluke, Wilmington was 
always in the Lowell service 
area rather than Boston. 

Before OLiver’s arrival, 
Wilmington had phone num- 
bers with three or four digits 
and many people had party 
lines. If someone wanted to 
call out of town, they would 
dial 0 and an operator would 


en OLiver came a-calling in the ’50s 


make the connection. The 
new system eliminated toll 
charges for calls to Tewks- 
bury and Lowell. 

The phone company at- 
tached a 4 on the front of 
three digit numbers. Thus, 
Louie’s Oil Co, phone 700 
became OLiver 8-4700 and 
Coombs Furniture’s 511 num- 
ber became OLiver 8-4511. 

When telephones first came 
to Wilmington in 1901, the 
first exchange was in Buck 
Bros. store in North Wil- 
mington, with a back-up ex- 
change in the Buck home a 
quarter-mile away. Rodney 
Buck was the first night op- 


erator. There were only four 
subscribers when the ex- 
change first opened, Buck 
Bros. store, Harriman’s Tan- 
nery, William E. Gowing in 
the Cadwallader Ford house 
at 300 Salem St. and George 
Ayers, a florist in what later 
became the Jensen home on 
Andover Street. 

Later, the exchange was 
moved to the Kingman 
house on Church Street, next 
to where the Post Office 
stands today. The switch- 
board had a large panel with 
an array of plugs on wires 
which operators plugged 
into “jacks.”

Myth: Ordering a Tax Transcript is a “Secret Way” to Get a 


Refund Date 


Ordering a tax transcript will not help taxpayers find out 
when they will get their refund. The IRS notes that the 
information on a transcript does not necessarily reflect the 
amount or timing of a refund. While taxpayers can use a 
transcript to validate past income and tax filing status for 
mortgage, student and small business loan applications and 
to help with tax preparation, they should use “Where’s My 
Refund?” to check the status of their refund. 


Myth: “Where’s My Refund?” Must be Wrong Because 


There’s No Deposit Date Yet 


The IRS will update “Where’s My Refund?” on both IRS.gov 
and the IRS2Go mobile app with projected deposit dates for 
early EITC and ACTC refund filers a few days after Feb. 15. 
Taxpayers claiming EITC or ACTC will not see a refund date 
on “Where’s My Refund?” or through their software package 
until then. The IRS, tax preparers and tax software will not 
have additional information on refund dates. 

The IRS cautions taxpayers that these refunds likely will 
not start arriving in bank accounts or on debit cards until the 
week of Feb. 27—if there are no processing issues with the 
tax return and the taxpayer chose direct deposit. This 
additional period is due to several factors, including banking 
and financial systems needing time to process deposits. 
Taxpayers who have filed early in the filing season, but are 
claiming EITC or ACTC, should not expect their refund until 


the week of Feb. 27.

Trails are wide and clear and, in 
most places, go right up to the 
banks of the river, something 
many people don’t even know is 
possible. Several designated areas 
make it easy to drive over along 
River Road, park, and set off 
based on how much time or incli- 
nation one has. 

On this particular Sunday, we 
set out to explore the Al Retelle 


Reservation. Retelle was a tire- 
less volunteer in Andover with a 
focus on open space. Retelle 
started the Merrimack Valley 
Bird Club, was a member of the 
Andover Conservation Commis- 
sion, and a member of AVIS. A 
52-acre parcel right off of River 
Road was dedicated in his mem- 
ory in 2014. 

Follow River Road into Andover 
to Brundrett Avenue, turn toward 


the river and continue to the end. 
A wide parking area with an 
interpretive kiosk, picnic tables 
and benches are tidy and seem 
fresh. The start of the trail looks 
out over a large meadow, .com- 
plete with another bench and 
more interpretive signage. The 
property is adjacent to the Deer 
Jump Reservation, a parcel we 
will explore in a future article. 
The Retelle walk is essentially a 
loop trail. Descending down 
toward the river, the path is clear 
and wide and just a little uneven 
so good trail shoes and even a 
walking stick would be advised. 
Getting this close to the mighty 
Merrimack is amazing. That 
said, the river was mostly frozen 
and .uncharacteristically _ still; 
Surely the waters below, the.crus:

ted layer were still flowing 1 to- 
ward the ocean. 

The weather was cold but clear, 
and tree branches were crack- 
ling along with the ice forma- 
tions. Snowfall at this parcel 
must be beautiful and would cre- 
ate yet another set of sights and 
sounds. 

Following the trail, it is clear 
that the parcel is maintained, 
and in fact, restoration of the 
meadow as a birding habitat is 
ongoing.

It does 
not prohibit any kind of pha- 
sing as units are built but 
only says that the construc- 
tion must include all of the 
promised affordable units 
before it is finished. Off-site 
construction will only be 
permitted in the draft under 
unique and extraordinary 


circumstances and by spe- 
cial permit through the Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals. 

Finally, it allows no pay- 
ment in lieu of units, and 
Gingrich said this would 
keep the developer from hav- 
ing a way out and leaving 
the town responsible for the 
construction. 

Several members of the 
board and the residents in 
the audience questioned 
some of Gingrich’s proposed 
draft ideas including the 
percentage of affordable ver- 


sus market rate units and 
the unit minimum before the 
by-law comes into effect. 
Although a resident men- 
tioned that this inclusionary 
zoning by-law alone couldn’t 
stop Massachusetts Chapter 
40B Housing from coming in, 
the board and Gingrich men- 
tioned this is one of a few tac- 
tics the town can take to do so. 
They concluded that they 
would keep working together 
to finish the draft and talk 
about all of the information 
mentioned so far in the future.

"Now 
you have to go out and start 
upsetting some people. We 
have a real big challenge 
ahead of us."

Paige wins the 800, breaks Dartmouth Relay Meet 
record and now has fourth best time in the country

Tewksbury Memorial High 
School sophomore Makayla 
Paige - who was recently 
named the Town Crier's 
Female Athlete of the Year - 
was’ the top overall per- 
former, not just for the 
Redmen, but of all females 
at yet another track-and- 
field meet. 

‘This past weekend she 
"made an indelible mark," 
wrote Ken Castro. of 
Milesplit, during the 50th 
annual Dartmouth Relay 
Meet, a two-day event fea- 
turing a large number of 
schools from Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire, Maine, 
Vermont, Connecticut. and 
New York, New Jersey, 
Rhode Island, as well as sev- 
eral teams from Canada. 
Out of. 57 competitors, 
Paige finished first in the 
800-meters with an absolute 
blazing time of 2:12.49. That 
mark not only was over 
eight - yes eight - full sec- 
onds over second place fin- 
isher Adia Palmer of Bishop 
Loughlin Memorial High 
School in Brooklyn, New 
York. It was also 21 seconds 
better than the next best 
Massachusetts finisher, but 


Paige broke the meet record 
set by Carole King of Scotia 
Gloenville, New York, who 
had a time of 2:13.45, set 
back in 2007. 

"I don't think I was at my 
best, but it wasn't too bad," 
Paige said to Castro. 

Paige topped the best run- 
ner(s) from New York, New 
Jersey, Rhode Island, 
Quebec and Maine, before 
the next Massachusetts fin- 
isher, senior Julia Glavin of 
Weymouth, who was 16th 
overall, finishing at 2:33.89. 

Paige's head coach Peter 
Molloy - who witnessed 
Paige already breaking the 
school records in the 300 and 
600-meters this indoor sea- 
son -- would certainly dis- 
agree with Paige's state- 
ment that this was "not her 
best". 

"Makayla is performing at 
a level that none of us have 
ever seen before," he said. 
"Her 800-meters is on a 
whole another level (com- 
pared to her 300 and 600 
records). Her time of 2:12.41 
qualified her for the 
Nationals, just like her 
times in the 300 and 600 had. 
Her 2:12.41 time broke the 
meet record at the 
Dartmouth Relays and this 
was the 50th year the meet 
has been put on. 

“She's currently ranked 


fourth in the United States 
in the 800 meters, her time 
gives her the 14th fastest 
800-meter time in the history 
of Massachusetts, and oh it 
broke the previous school 
record by over five seconds. 
No biggie." 

Now this indoor season, 
Paige has broken three 
school records. 

“Think about it, prior to 
Dartmouth Relays Makayla 
has knocked out the school 
records in the 300 and 600- 
meters which were held by 
some of the best runners to 
ever come through our pro- 
gram in Jess Bridle and 
Rachel Sessa,” said Molloy. 
“Her time in the 1,000- 
meters, which came 15 min- 
utes after her 300-meter 
school record, made her the 
second fastest person in the 
history of TMHS at that dis- 
tance. 

“Her 300 and 600-meter 
times rank in the top 50 in 
the history of Massachusetts 
girls indoor track.” 

A handful of other athletes 
also. competed at the 
Dartmouth Relays and had 
impressive performances. 
Stephanie Baptiste finished 
17th overall in the 55-meter 
hurdles at 9.38 seconds and 
then joined Marissa 
Ladderbush, Kerry Shea and 
Abby Hansbury to finish 11th

HANOVER, NEW HAMP- 
SHIRE -- Before the season 
started, Tewksbury 
Memorial High School boys' 
track-and-field coach Peter 
Molloy said that his team 
was filled with a lot of ath- 
letes, but not a roster filled 
with some of the top guys in 
the state. He added that the 
team's “stud athlete” was 
Zach LaLonde, who kicked 
off the post-season meets 
with a “stud” performance. 

The junior finished fifth in 
the 55-meter hurdles at the 
50th annual Dartmouth 
Relay Meet. He was clocked 
at 7.86 seconds, which came 
after he finished eighth in 
the preliminary heat at 7.93 
seconds and then second in 
the semi-finals at 7.80 sec- 
onds. 

“What a wonderful day 
Zach had,” said Molloy. “On 
Thursday (at a MVC dual 
meet tune-up) he ran his 
fastest time of his career, 
breaking eight seconds for 
the first time (7.88). 

“On Saturday he ran 7.93 in 
the first round of the hur- 
dles, moving him on to the 
semifinals. In the semifinals 
he won his heat and ran a 
new personal best, 7.80, 
which qualified him for the 
finals. In the finals he ran 
7.85 and placed fifth over- 
all.” 

LaLonde is now bearing in 
on the program’s school 
record. 

“In his last four races Zach 
broke eight seconds each 
time, running the four 
fastest times of his career,” 


said Molloy. “Chris Deitch's 
school record of 7.71 is on 
his radar and while Zach is 
not very far away, only .11, it 
may very well take him a 
while to get it. As it's taken 
him the better part of 1.5 
indoor seasons to go from 
8.1 seconds to breaking 8.0 
seconds. 

“The great thing about 
Zach is he's a worker. So I'm 
confident he'll put it the 
work necessary to make a 
serious run at the school 
record.” 

LaLonde certainly wasn't 
the only athlete to put 
together a strong and busy 
day. Senior Colby Wilson 
competed in three events, 
taking 9th in the long jump 
at 19-10.75, 18th in the triple 
jump (38-04.25), and 29th in 
the 55-meter dash (6.97). 

“Colby was our busiest ath- 
lete at Dartmouth,” said 
Molloy.
